assist through loans, in- 
vestments or other busi- 
ness transactions In the 
location of new business 
and Industry in this state 
and to rehabilitate and 
assist existing business 
and industry; to stimulate 
and assist in the expansion 
of all kinds of businessac- 
tivity which tend to pro- 
mote the business develop- 
ment and maintain the eco- 
nomic stability of this 
state; provide the maxi- 
mum opportunities for em- 
ployment and improve the 
standard of living of the 
citizens of our state; si- 
milarly, to cooperate and 
act in conjunction with 
other organizations, public 
or private, in the promo- 
tion and advancement of in- 
dustrial, commercial, ag- 
ricultural and recreational 
developments in this state; 
and to provide financing for 
the promotion, develop- 
ment and conduct of all 
kinds of business activity 
in Alabama,

said, 95% to 98Y of the bu- 
sinesses in Alabama would

He said funding by a state 
development corporation 
On a secured hasis is dif- 
ferent from that usually 
found in a bank loan or a 
bond issue. <A develop- 
ment corporation can take 
first mortgage positions, 
a subordinated lien posi- 
tlon or even unsecured po- 
slitons, depending upon the 
project and the corpora- 
tion’s credit. These funds 
he said, are available for 
long - term financing and

bama, either in a large 


city or a smal] rural com- 
munity, 

Financing available 
through organized state in- 
dustrial] development cor- 
porations has heen used to 
advantage in other states, 
Brunson said, in attract- 
ing new industries and ex- 
panding existing facilities, 
but presently there are few 
sources available in the 
state of Alabama for this 
type financing, frunson 
sald he hopes a state in- 
dustrial development cor- 
poration will be organized 
in Alabama; however, he 
said the small business ad- 
ministration can only 
assist in the organizing of 
such a corporation with the 
real impetus coming from 
interested citizens, hanks, 
legislators, and other con- 
cerned groups, SBA is 
anxious: to work with the 
group in providing finan-

This program has been 
proven successful in 28
